a fasten e d portion single layer that is interwoven by a yarn B of a weave structure 
different from that of said fast e ned portion single layer that is interwoven by a yarn A, which 
is formed in a boundary portion between said bag portion (multipl e fabric portion) and said 
fast e n e d portion single layer that is interwoven bv a yarn A , 

wherein the weave structure of the single layer that is interwoven by a yarn B has 
warps and/or wefts of at least one line existing in a boundary face with the bag portion 
interlaced in the order opposite to that of an end line of the bag portion.

by a yarn A.
